Mary  Ansteen,  a  begonia  rose  with  throat  mark¬ 
ings,  is  about  the  prettiest  pink  glad  we  have  seen.  The  spikes  are  not  tall 
but  make  strong,  sturdy  growth  and  are  extra  fine.  New  Era  is.,  attracting  a 
lot  of  attention  with  its  large  number  of  pink  blooms  open.  We  have  not 
bloomed  it,  so  cannot  tell  just  what  it  will  do  in  this  locality.  Prairie  Gold, 


the  deepest  of  yellows,  has  growing  habits  almost  ideal  and  is  worthy  a  trial. 
Recovery  is  one  you  must  have,  if  you  like  medium  red.  A  tall,  strong  grower 
with  up  to  eleven  florets  open.  Smiling  Maestro,  a  deep  salmon  rose,  is  highly 
recommended  by  most  growers.  We  have  not  bloomed  it  from  large  bulbs.
